On September 19, 2005, Salt River Electric Cooperative Corporation ("Salt River") 

filed a Response to the Commission's Order of September 2, 2005. In its response Salt 

River requested an informal conference with Commission Staff to discuss settlement. 

Although Salt River did not request continuance of the scheduled hearing, the Commission 

finds that the hearing should be continued generally. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The formal hearing scheduled for September 27, 2005 is continued until 

further Order of the Commission. 

2. An informal conference with Commission Staff and Salt River shall be 

conducted on September 27, 2005 at 1O:OO a.m., Eastern Daylight Time, in Conference 

Room 1 of the Commission's offices at 211 Sower Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky to 

consider the possibility of settlement, the simplification of issues, and any other matters 

that may aid the disposition of this case. Matters that do not involve the incident of 

March 24, 2005 will not be discussed. 



3. Salt River shall bring all documents to support its position and shall be 

represented by counsel or a corporate officer authorized to enter into any settlement 

agreement.
